. 1 . Applicants amendment filed on or about 7/20/05 has been fully considered and 
made of record.

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4. Claims 1 7-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, 
paragraph 5, dated 2/18/05 

5. Claims 1 7-25 as best under stood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Mori et al (5,482,471 ). This rejection is set forth in prior Office Action, 
paragraph 7, dated 2/1 8/05 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 7/20/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

a) The amendriient to the claims has not overcome the claims objection under 
112 second paragraph because it is not clear as to what being referred as ambient 
conditions. Please define? Therefore, the most likely the rejection under 112 second 
paragraphs is maintained as reasons provided from prior action dated 2/18/05. 

b) Further, regarding the prior art rejections, applicants argue that Mori does not 
address the issues of "warp age reduction of the socket connectors" (see page 10 of the 
"Remarks"). The Examiner disagrees because the rejected claims do not contain the 
above limitation. At best the claims recited a rigid bar being inserted in the groove to 
ensure the surface mount region is flat and remain flat in varying ambient conditions 
and the Mori reference does show that (as depicted in Figs. 7 and 9 that at least a rod 
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or bar 51 or 53 being coupled into the groove of the socket housing for ensuring that the 
surface mount region is flat and remain flat. Further, regarding the "varying ambient 
conditions" since the applicants have not described what being consider as "ambient 
conditions" and it appears that Mori reference meet every aspect limitation of the claims 
and would serve the similar purpose. Moreover, claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

It is also noted that the reference 40 of the Mori reference is readable on "an 
electric device "as claimed by the present application because applicants have not 
clearly define what exactly is being claimed as "an electrical device" as far as the 
interpretation of reference 40 as "the electrical device" is reasonable. 

For all reasons above, Applicants' arguments are not persuasive because 
applicants fail to point out the patentable novelty which they think the claims present in 
view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the rejections made. 
Therefore, the prior art rejection is maintained for same reasons of the record. 

7. This application contains claim1-9 and 26-30 drawn to an invention nonelected 
with traverse filed on 7/20/05. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§821.01.
